And — 
thoſe abſolute Eaſtern Monarchies, where the Subjects are 
moſt expos d to che Rapinefand Avarice of their Princes; yet 
are theſe at the ſame; time > Defence to them from one and.

Edition than KING Charles the TI's time, yet being able Peet 
ty well to recolle& by my Memory, what changes had. been 
made in that Service in KING 'Fames's Reign, I made uſe of 
it accordingly. But the very next Month we receiv'd the 
News of the late Revolution, and before May of the Settle- 
ment of KING William and QUEEN Mary upon the Throne. 
This therefore put me upon greater Difficulties than before, and 
concluding that many Alterations muſt of neceflity be made 
in thoſe Offices upon ſuch a Change in the State, it ſeem'd to 
me more expedient to omit the whole, than to preſume to 
make Alterations on my own Head.

And on the other hand, it ſeem'd more for the 
honour of our Nation, that the Memory of ſuch horrid Villa- 
nies having been committed amongſt us, ſhou'd be utterly blot- 
ted out of the minds of fuch remote Nations, than continu- 
ally refreſh'd by annual Solemnities ( for which Reaſon if 
I'm not misinform'd, there has been the ſame practice in other 
foreign Factories. ) And laſtly, I apprehended my ſelf the 
more at liberty as to this matter, becauſe in ſtrictneſs there 
was no Law to oblige us there ro the Obſervance of thoſe 
Days; The Acts of Parliament whereby the Obſervance of 
them is enjoin d extending no farther than the Kingdoms of Eng- 
land and Ireland, Dominion of Wales, and Town of Berwick upon 
Tweed, with the Ites of Jerley and Guernſey, and all other His
